The affiant being sworn sayeth, thet he is now seventy-four 
years of age, that he wag a mldier of the Revolution, that he en- 
listed under Capt. Henry Pitt in the Virginia Continental line, 
fifteen regiment, in the early part of the War; that the regiment 
wae Commanded by Colonel David Magn, that he served three yoars 
in the 16th Regiment, end we honorably disaharged, ani now drawa 
a pension from the United States of ehty dollars per year; that 
he was well acquainted with Charlies Broadfield, lemel Durphy, and 
John Fowler anf Randa West ané THOMAS GAIE and Giles Bowery an 
Obaiiah Buiiook, all of the above namd mildiers belonged to the 
26th Continental regiment to which I was attached, ani we all went 
on fo the Herth & served three years together, A Northern Soldier 
by the name of John Brasey, also anlisted for three years in the 
sane reginent with me, ani we went on to the north torether and 


was Killed in service at Germntown battle, the ahove namd eoldiers 


were all from the County af Isle of Wight in which County I thon 
Lived & now live, Given under my hani & Seal this 86th day July,
